OUK NOURTHERN NE GHBORS PLEASED.

Thora has been no expression of dis-
matlafaction on the part of our Canadian
neighbors with the proposed change of
tari polley In the United States, On
the contrary, they appear to be very
gonerally well pledsed with the Wilson
bill, and thia is especially troe of the
govarnment, which is snid to regard the
measure a8 a means to its salvation.
The tory government of the Dominion
is in bad odor. Its administeation of
affairs has been unwise and more or less

corrupt. It is eontenlled by caplital and
monopolies, and the people ara op-
pressed by enormous taxation. The

country has made no progress under
it, whila poverty and popular dis-
content have steadily increased, particu-
larly among the agricultural olass.
The party of opposition o the govern-
moent was rapidly growing and there
was reason to believe that at the next
genernl election the tories would be
swept from powor.

It is said that they have taken fresh
hiope from the proposed new tariff policy
for this country, which malkes about all
the concessions 1o the farmers of Cannds
which they sought to obtain through
reciproeity and in return for which the
Canadinn government will not be called
upon to make nny ooncessions. The
Wilson bill contemplates opening the
Ameriean market to Canadian produots,
the effect of which would bo to infuse
now life and activity into every branch
ot Canadian teade, The prolonged
period  of dapression would come
to an end and all oclasses of
the population would share in a re-
newed prosperity, The people would
forget their grievances and the demand
for a changa of government becoming
less urgent the tories would have a
better chance to retain their hold on
power, Hence 1t is not surprising that
the tory politicians of the Doiminion
should exult at the prospect of obtaining
all they have ever asked from this gov-
ernment in the interest of Canadian
trade without having to give anything
As thoe organ ol the Cana-
dian ministry puts it:  “There is no obli-
gration on the part of the Canadian gov-
ernment Lo adjust onr own tarifl to the
sonle of dulies proposed in the Wilson
bill and we are at full liberty to impose
all along the line whatever rates aro
deomed desirable for either revenue or
protective purposes without incurrving
the risk of any retaliation on the part
of onr neighbors,” It would not be at
all surprising if the Canadian govern-
ment should take advantage of this
liherty in the event of the Wilson bill
becoming a law and increaso the duty
on American muanufactures. It is not
to e doubted that the Canadian manu-
facturers, who have been having a hard
struggle for existence, wonld demand
greator protection sagainst Amervican
competition as soon as thoy dared to do
a0 without risk of retaliation upon any
other Canadian interest, and as they
have a potential influence in the
government they would be pretty
sure to have their demand complied
with. There is evory probability, there-
fore, that the adoption of the democratic
tarifl poliey, while opening onr markets
to the natural prodnets of Canada, would
rasult in ontirely closing the Canadian
market to all of our manufactured pro-
duets which ecomo mto competition with
those of Canada,

Several attompts have been made by
the Canadian government during the
past few years to effect a reciprocity
agreemont with the *United States, but
as it could offer no better inducement
than  the exchsnge upon egual terms
of natural vroduets their proposal was
rejected by  our  government, If
the Wilson bill becomes law there
will be no necessity for Canada to seek
reciprocity. That measure accords her
people all they could secure under recl-
procity and leaves them f{ree to dis-
erlminate at pleasure ngainst American
products,

THE NEW GAS FUANCHISE URDINANCE,

The revised zas franchise as embodied
in the ordinace which was introduced
ut the council meeting last night is
shorn of nearly every fenture that made
the franchise that was enjoined by the
courts so offensive and objectionable to
our citizens, .

As compured with the filty-year gas
franchise ordinance, whose railroading
through the counecil was attempted a
few weeks ugo, the new ordinance in-
volves great concessions Ih every dirse-
tion. 1t is a vietory of the first mugni-
tude for the citizens who have been
opposing the earvlier ordinance and for
THE BEE, which has made the fight for
the people almost sloue nod unaided,

Tha concessions of the now ordinance
Lo the ity are noteworthy and mark the
beginning of an era when privileges to
use the streots of Omaha are o be paid
for by the favored corporations. The
gas company agreées to give the oity b
cents upon svery 1,000 eubie feet of gus
consumed and paid for by private
patrons, a sum which, aceording to com-
putations mado upon a basis of present
sales, will amount to between $4,000 and
#7,000 for the next year, and this
royalty on its I‘anchise will ihorcase
from year to year. In addition to this
tho gas consumed in public bulldings of
the cityv will be furnishod at #1 per
thousand enbie feet, a reduction of over
40 per eent [row the price now charged.

The emmoessions Lo the peiple are of
no less importance, The franchise in-
sltead of running fifty years is to gon-
tinue ounly twenty-five yoors This
brings the term down to the limiws of
the present gencration aud leaves the
next ygenoration the right to legislate
for fteelf. The city retains the right to
purchase the gus works at an appraised
valuation at any time bofore the expira-
tion of Lthe twenty-five years. When-
overltis ina condition to undertake the
management of ity own gae plant and
the péiple think such a course advisable,
it oan acquire the property and supply
gas ata price poveroed by the cost of
producticn ut that time, Tho people by
the now ordinance aoquire the right to
sceure an extension of the maing when-
ever there are six consiumers in a block
desiring to burn gas.

All of the must objectionable features
of the fifty-vear franchise ordinauce
have been modiled in the new ordi-
nance. With perhaps a few chianges in
verbiage 80 as to make the rights of the
city and consumers under the eoptract

more specifie, the new ordinance will
probably pass the city couneil and be-
come n law. It must be regarded as &
most substantial gain for the cause of
good government and the protection of
the oity's rights, of which no small part
of the credit is to be given the vigorous
offorts of Tie BEER in behall of the citis
rens and taxpayers. The company ia
nlso ontitled to orvadit for the liberal
mannor in which It has met the demanis
of the opponents of the fifty-year tran-
chise and the spirit of falrness it dis-
played in conceding the most of their
demanda.

A CAUTION TO DRUGGHISTS AND LIQUOR
DEALERS.

The laws of this state require each
applicant for license to sell liguor,
wheother as a beverage or for medicinal
putposes, to publish a notice of applica-
tion for two weoks before the lieonse is
granted In the newspaper that has the
largest circulation in the county. Under
the decision of the supreme court these
notices, to ba legal, must be published
six days each woek, excluding Sunday,
for two weeks. The law fixes the ratoe
of publication at $1 per square of
ten lines for the first insertion and
50 canta per square for sach suhsequent
insertion. The space occupied by thess
notioes as formulated under the
direction of the police commis-
sion is two squares, which makes
the logal rate for the first 1ssue

2 aud 81 por day for the eloven subse-
quent issues, making a total of #13 for
twelve publications. Each notice must
bo certified to by a notary, and for this
acharge of 25 cents is added. That makes
a total of $13.25 for publieation and cer-
tificate. This rate for legal advertising
was fixed by statute in 1869 and has re-
maineld the samae ever since. It applies
to all legal advertising alike, and there-
fore is not, as has been charged, an ex-
tortionate rate established for The BEE,

Under the decision rendered by the
district court of Douglas county, and
which the police commission unani-
mously recognize as in full force and ap-
plieable to the publication of license
notices, every edition of a newspaper
issued to regular subscribers 18 a dis-
tinet newspaper. Inother words, Tne
OMAHA MORNING BEE is one paper and
THE OMAHA EVENING BEE is another
paper, beeause each has a sopavate list
of subscribers as much as has THE
WepkLY BEe. Thoe same is true as re-
gards the World-Herald. 'The morn-
ing World-Herald i3 one paper
and the evening World-Herald is another
paper, To pool these editions means
simply to pool two dilferent papers, and
such combined ciroulation is not held
leral for the purpose of establishing a
valid claim as publishing in a paper
having the largesteirculation.

It was established before the po-

lice commission last  year and
again  before tHhe license board at

South Omaha this year that THE
OMAHA EVENING BEE has a larger cir-
culation in Douglas county than any
other newspaper. Inasmuch as the po-
lice commission, by reason of certain in-
luences brought upon it, has refused to
ask the papers to submit sworn slate-
ments of cireulation, we now caution all
whom it may concern against a repeti-
tion of the imposture by which
many applicants for license last
year were drawn iato & damaging con-
test that involved a loss of time and
money. The publishers of THE BEE
have no disposition to interfere in any
man’s business, but they will enforce
their rights as proprietors of the paper
of largest circulation n  the county
and will not permit a fravdulent claim
to be maintained by any competitor.

The fact that the World-Herald re-
fuses to submit a sworn statement of
circulation to the police commission, as
it did in South Omaha last spring, whore
it abandoned the field entirely, affords
abundant proof that its pretended claim
of largest ciroulation is a plece of the
rankest imposture. 1f the World- Herald
had the largest ciroulation for any of
its editions it wonld certainly not offer
to do this advertising for $3.25 when by
law it would be entitled to #13.25. TIts
propositions to cut under are a give
away on thelr face.

We cortainly shall protest every ap-
plicant who does not comply with the
law,

Receiver Hayden of the broken vapital
Natlonal bank at Lincoln was found in the
office of the compiroller of currency by
Tue Bre correspondent today and asked
with respect to the payment of the state's
apportionment of the funds of the bank
which hinve beon collectod,

Mr. Haydensald : ~The proof of the state's
account agninst the bank has boon so ireele-
yanlk a8 to make tha amount indetinite and
the techuieal proof of the colaim unrcliable,
nlthoueh it is conceded that the bank owes
the state. We have concluded to ask the
state to submit proof of its claaim and fix
definitely the namount by a procesling
in court, T presume the attorney general
of the state will institite procecdings in the
stnto court at Lincoln to set up beyond
dispute the exact claim of the state against
the bank, and when the amount 18 thus de-
terminod and the proof s positive 1 will
pay to Lhe state its proportion of the nssets
of the bank which have beep colloewsd,
Until that timo wo have decined it best Lo
\\:n.hlmhl the state's monoy. The state of
Nebraska cannot loso anvthing in the ond,
as its funds are securo, and it will not be
much longer without its money,"

Plaus of the Recelver,

Receiver Hayden will leave for Lincoln
tomorrow, having completed his business in
the office of the comptroller of curroncy. He
declined to nlk for publication aboui the
proceaures which are to be taken Lo secure

for the usscts of the bank certaln  lin-
hilities  upon  the ofeinl bonds  of
the  bank  officers. ITe stated that
it would be altogether improper fop

him to disclose any mothods proposod on the
part of the government to incrense the assets
of the bank or to fervet out colleotions which
might be forced upon the bonds of tho offl.
cers of the bunk or those of city oficials at
Lincoln or in any other direotion, He sl
also thint he did not know how long it would
be until the affuirs of the bank would be
entirely closed; that it would depend upon
the resistance offered by the bank's debtors
against whom it was nraposed to proceed,
Creditors' Interest Preladiced.
Bovond doubt the seandalous actions of
President Mosher and the laxity of tne ofti-
cials having him in charge have prejudiced
the interests of the creditors of the Capital
Nutional bnak and  greatly delayed the

payment  of  dividends, No o estimnto
of what per cent of the claims of
depositors anda creditors gonerally
of twhe bank will be pad could be

extracted from Receiver Haydon or Comps
troller Eckels, Both declined to place even
AN upproximate estimate upon the per cent
of the claims which would ultbmatoely bo
paid, probably because any such estimate
would disclose or suggest in u romote wiy
some of the vroveedings which are to be in-
stituted with a view to making collections
for the bunk.

Tue Ber correspondent ventures to sug-
gest upon his own information that the
cereditors will in time recoelve approximately
40 por ceut of their clolws. The department
is well satisfied with the manner in which
Heceiver Hayden nas conducted the afnirs
of the bank, aud it is &afe to predict that
some sort of procecdings will be instituted
upon the return o Lincoln of the receiver,
which will not only force some vollections,
but the liquidation of the bank's nssets,
